Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The question of whether, if the claimed combination were obvious 
over that taught by Patel, it would inherently have the properties disclosed by Applicants was discussed. The question 
of whether Patel in fact renders Applicant's claimed composition was also discussed; Applicants pointed to the fact that 
Patel had not in fact exemplified the combination, but merely stated that the invention of Patel could generally be 
applied to interferons. Applicants reitereated that interferon alpha and interferon beta had different characteristics, and 
pointed to the Powell reference of record as showing that proteins have very different properties. It was further noted 
that the level of methionine used by Applicants and claimed in claim 17 was substantially lower than that disclosed by 
Patel and that Patel provides no motivation for such lower levels. Applicant stated that claims drawn to the lower levels 
would be provided in the response to the outstanding orrice action..
